Five Regiments 
Ordered

Part of Kegular Army of Occu 


pation, Aguinaldo Issues 


Statement of Peace, 


TROOPS FOB .UAMLA. 


Five Regiments Ordered to Leave 


Sail FraucUco mt Once* 


Washing-ton, 
Sept. 19—Five regi- 


ments now in San Francisco have bpen 
ordered o Manila and arrangements 
for transportation will be made ime- 
diately. 


The regiments are the 51st Iowa, 


20th Kansas, First Tennessee, First 
Washington and a, detachment of the 
Second Oregon. 


It was stated at the war department 


that no exigency had arisen which 
made 
it 
necessary to 
send 
these 


troops to Manila, but the order issued 
today was in accordance with the 
general plan of the department regard- 
ing a garrison for the Philippines. 
That plan of garrison duty included 
20,000 men in the Philippines, 12,500 
for Porto Rico and 60,000 for Cuba, 


The troops to be sent to the Philip- 


pines under this order \vill fill the 
complement for that station. 
The 


troops would have been sent before, 
it was said .except that the depart- 
ment was awaiting: the return of the 
transports. 
It is not expected that 


the troops now at Honolulu will ac- 
company those to be embarked at San 
Francisco, but more troops will be 
sent to Honolulu in the near future.

IS BALM TO HIS HEART 


Sympathetic Voice of Anstrians Stirs { 


the Afflicted Emperor. 


Thankful For the Pledge of 


Devoted Affection* 


Memory of the Deemed Consort Perpetu«t«d 


by an Order 


Vienna, Sept. 19.—A rescript of the 


emperor to Count Hohenstein, president 
of the Austrian council of ministers, e?f- 
presses In eloquent and pathetic lan- 
guage the emperor's thanks for th" ex- 
pressions of national sympathy wiulliim 
tn his great bereavement. In tha course 
of tha rescript, hie majesty-says: "The 
murdering: hand, tho Instrument of 
frenzied fanaticism, aiming at tha de- 
struction of existing social order, which 
%as raised agralnst the noblest of women 
in blind and purposeless hate, struck a 
begirt which Knew not bate and beat only 
for good. Amid the Unmeasured grlefa 
by which I and my house arc stricken, 
and tn the presence of tlie unheard of 
deed whtdh Has sent a shudder through 
the whole civilized world, the voice of 
my beloved people first brings balm to 
my heart In affecting unison with the 
resound of universal lamentation for our 
Immeasureable lone like a faithful echo 
of all that moves my own soul. From 
my deeply sorrowing heart I thank all 
tor this new pledge of devoted sympathy. 
If the festive peals which should have 
greeted this year must remain dumb, 
there yet retnains to me the memory of 
Innumerable proofs of loyalty and deep 
sympathy, thp most precious gift which 
could have been bestowed upon mt*. Our 
Common grief weaves a new and Inti- 
mate bond between the throne and the 
fatherland." 


Another Imperial rescript "founds a new 


order, and medals of St. Elizabeth, In 
memory of the deceased, will be conferred 
upon women and grfrls meriting distinc- 
tion In the various avocatlona of life or 
In special religious, humanitarian and 
philanthropic works. Tn« emperor Is In- 
vested with the sole right of conferring 
the order, which comprises three grades, 
with a grand cross for the first and sec- 
ond classes, bearing an enameled pic- 
ture of St. Elizabeth of Thuringla. The 
first recipient of the ordec was Countess 
Szapory, who has received an autograph 
letter from the emperor conferring'upon 
her the grand cross of the order In recog- 
nition of her devoted services to thp em- 
press In her last houra. 


Frenchmen Were EJect*d, 


Havana, Sept. 19.—At the Tacon thea- 


tre Saturday night a play wag produced 
bas^d upon tbe Z>reyfus trial. In which 
Dreyf\n? was portrayed throughout as 
an Innocent victim of conspiracy In the 
French army. Prom the start the sym- 
pathy for Dreyfus was plainly mani- 
fested. 
Fout Frenchmen, one of whom 


is supposed to have been an officer of 
a French jrunboat, now lying in the 
harbor, occupied a DOS In the first tier. 
AH of them carried boatswain's whis- 
tles, and at the first Insinuation against 
the honesty of the tttal they began to 
blow them and to loudly hiss fj» Bl 
ers. 
A scene of indescribable tumult 


followed, the entire audtenco rbrlng In 
defense of Dreyfus. 
The Frenchmen 


were forcibly ejected and tho pcrform- 
onc* was continued without further in- 
terruption. 
General Blanco has pro- 


hibited a further performance of th? 
play In Havana. 


A dlfferenca of opinion between Cu- 


bans and Spanish cfTUers in a cafe re- 
fiulted in an exchange of abusive lan- 
guage and a free fight. The disturb- 
ance waa promptly quelled by thepollca, 
and the ringleaders wore arrested.

Cattle la Hawaii May In Time Develop 


Kcannnrlal Attributes

a few generations of cattle in Hawaii aro 
likely to ovoUe a raco of Bonnsorial kino, 
for tho common fodder for oows and hoi-sea 
grows on tree*. 


There aro only two directions In tho is- 


lands of the Pacllic, and everybody uses 
tho terms windward and Upward as glibly 
us if brud aboard ship to use sailors' Eng- 
lish. In Hawaii these two directions aro 
distinctly marked—on tho windward side 
»f every island, tropical rains, growth of 
green things to jungle luxuriance; on tho 
leeward sido, drought rarely broken, scanty 
grnnses precariously existing in a sun 
bnked soil, far most months of most years 
eertj and brown. But as nob every ono 
can live to windward, and it scums a pity 
to let so much leeward go to waste 
which might otherwise bo good, the algar- 
roba tree hdii been introduced from the 
African aridities and has nnulu cattle 
ranching a uuocessful possibility on tho 
dry lands. 


Priests of the French mission were the 


Introducers, they having become acquaint- 
ed with its valuo In Algeria. As Its name 
shows, it is th6 Carob tree of the "Ara- 
bian Nights," the source of moat people's 
knowledge of things Arabic. 1'ho treo 
grows most luxuriantly in most Hawaiian 
soils and bears cortinnonsly tho year 
around. This is a matter of particular im- 
portance, for it 10 the fruit which is of 
Talue. The tree grows to the height at- 
tained by large maples and branches lux- 
uriantly so as to shade a considerable area, 
and as tho leaves are both abundant and 
largo, there is formed a protection against 
thn heat which stock appreciate. Tho 
fruit is a large fleshy pod filled with beans 
the size of & horse chestnut. It is upon 
the pods and tho beans that cattle feed. 
This fodder Is so satisfying that for long 
periods cattle are fed on nothing olso and 
reach niurkot In prime condition.—New 
York Sun.

First of all the kaiser will proceed to 


Turin. In that city be will bo lodged 
in tho royal paluco, and his attendants 
will bo put up in tho sumptuous Palaz- 
zo Chiableee. He will visit the Intcrua- 
tion exposition, which is there being 
held, and will have a meeting with tho 
king and qntten of Italy. The interview 
will give William II the opportunity 
of winning over Humbert I to sympa- 
thetic consideration for his yoyago. This, 
from his point of view, will b9 useful, 
as the other party to tho triple alliance, 
tho Emperor Francis Joseph, is1, for 
reasons given below, very far from sat- 
isfied witb the project. 


From Turin the emperor will proceed 


to Venice, and on Thursday, Oct. 18, he 
will fet Oat from that port for Constan- 
tinople. 


After visiting the eultau he will tnrn 


toward Bucharest and COP tan z a and wil! 
call upon Charles I,king of Koumania. 
From there he will direct his steps once 
more toward Constantinople, where h© 
will embark for Haifa, iu Asia Minor. 
Thence ho goes direct to Jerusalem. On 
leaving Palestine be will proceed to 
Egypt to pass ten days as the khedive's 
guest. 


Tho kaiser has been liberal in issuing 


invitations for persons to join him in 
the "pilgrimage." Ho will be accom- 
panied by numerous dignitaries of the 
Protestant church, not only from Ger- 
many, bat also, from .Belgium, Ant; fir in, 
and Switzerland. He likewise urged 
prelates of the Roman Catholic church 
to join the expedition and was particu- 
lar, above all, that Cardinal Kopp, arch- 
bishop of Breslau, ehoald make one of 
tho party. The Vatican, however, which 
reserves to itself a decision in similar 
matters, has not yet rendered a judg- 
ment. Probably it will not countenance 
any direct participation in the journey. 
Tho aposto) io delegate in Jerusalem 
will, however, be instructed to go forth 
and ceremoniously await the emperor's 
arrival, and it may be that a cardinal 
will proceed to Jerusalem to be present 
at the more imposing functions. , 


From Viennn comes word that both 


court and government are greatly pre- 
occupied by this voyage. It is there be- 
lieved that the kaiser wishes to estab- 
lish a German protectorate over Pales- 
tine. 


The latest issue at hand of The Reicha- 


wehr, th'o official conservative organ of 
Vienna, contains a heated article oh, 
this subject, which its being much com- 
mented on in government circles here. 
The authoritative Austrian newspaper 
remarks in a tone of derision that the 
coming expedition has all the appear- 
ance of a crttsade and queries if tho 
German sovereign will proceed to Jeru- 
salem in tbe samo manner as did Barba- 
rossa and Geoffrey do Bouillon. Com- 
iug to tho question of protectorate, the 
toue of the paper is serious and even 
miuatory. Only two kinds of protec- 
vorate, it states, can bo aspired to by 
the emperor, and neither of them ia 
possible in this case. The spiritual and 
ecclesiastical protectorate over tho Holy 
Laud in already being exercised by the 
popo, assisted by the French episcopacy. 
The temporal protectorate no longer ex- 
ists, bnt If it in to be renewed it can 
only be in favor of tho emperor of Aus- 
tria, tho traditional protector of the 
faithful of Palestine.

Complaint has been made of the 


way In which the law regulating the 
sale of tobacco to minors is allowed 
to become a dead letter in this city, 
especially as relating to the cigaret 
smoking on the part of small boys. 
The law forbids the sale of tobacco in 
any form to boys under 16 years of 
age, but in spite of this youngsters 
of 10 or 12 are seen every day with 
the injurious paper affairs In their 
lips. "Whatever may be the opinion of 
the cigaret habit, and public senti- 
ment is certainly very strongly op- 
posed to it, all join in the belief that 
for boys nothing can be more injurious 
than the use of tobacco. And ns its 
use \vith them is very largely confined 
to cigarets, 
the 
discussion relates 


chiefly to this form of tho weed. Cut 
the blame seems hardly to rest with 
the authorities in. this case. The law 
is regarded as comparatively well en- 
forced here, although it is well to call 
attention to It occasionally. The chief 
blame rests with the adult users of 
cigarets, from whom in most cases the 
youngsters get their smokes. Where- 
ever he goes the cigaret smoker la 
met with the cry for a smoke on the 
part of boys hardly In their 'teens. 
And when a partly smoked cigiirct is 
thrown away, there Is Instantly a 
dive for ft by at loast one urchin, who 
puffs it out with a satisfaction that 
shows him to bo no beginner at the 
habit.

Mr. Robert Bonner is one of the best 


known figures in the trotting world. Ho 
has given many fi ee exhibitions of 
speed on the Prospect park, Union, 
Fleetwood and Fashion tracks and on 
our roads, where the public has had the 
opportunity of seeing the horses driven. 


Air. Bonner has bred some of the fast- 


est trotting horses on the turf at hU 
farm at Tarrytown, N. Y., besides hav- 
ing purchased many of the great record 
breakers, including such celebrities as 
Doxter, Rarus, Maud S and Sunol. 
Among the well known trotters he has 
bred are Macy's Hambletonian, the sire 
of Bosque Bonita, the first American 
trotter to beat all the records that had i

the fastest one that Gambetta Wllkus 
ever sired, and the dam of Protein, 
2:11%. In fact, about 100 horses, with 
public records, can be traced to animals 
bred on Mr. Bonner's farm. 


Mr. Bonner's great hobby In connec- 


tion with his horpas, besides the benefit 
to his health derived from driving them, 
which necessarily keeps him out of 
doors, is the improvement he has been 
able to make in the speed of those he 
purchased and the relief from suffer- 
ng and lameness he has in many cases 
been able to give the hor?es after get- 
ting pob.session of them by treating their 
feet. Mr. Bonner is probably the great- 
est expert on tl:c foot of thr- horse in the 
r/orld. Some of the most famous train- 
ers and diivers defer to his opinion in 
treating their charges. 


He has been known to relieve horses 


that have been blistered and otherwise 
tortured and mistreated by their own- 
ers by simply readjusting the set of the 
shoe as the result of a little paring of 
the hoof. 


Mr. Bonner was asked to read a pa- 


per on "The Foot of the Horse" before 
the New York Farmers, which is an 
association of the very wealthy nabobs 
of New York who own country places 
about the city. 
They meet and dine 


several times a year and l!;,tf,-n to pa- 
pers which may interest and instruct 
them in keeping up their magnificent 
"farms." Mr. Bonner's paper «as said 
io be one of the finest ever listened to 
by the members. 


Mr. Bonnor recently published a cata- 


logue containing the names of the trot- 
ters on his farm at Tarrytown. In it 
are the names of two horses that 
made the fastest time evur iecorded 
nrpvfmiH To the Introduction of the won- 
der working bicycle sulky in 18it2. Maud 
S'» 2:08% was the fastest f-ver done on 
a regulation track, and Sunol's 2:08',4 
was the best on a kite shaped track un- 
til the horses had the advantage of the 
tall bearing axles and pneumatic tires.

It is interesting to know, by the way, 


that Mr. Eonner has the body and 
wheels of the buggy in front of which 
the wonderful mare made her great rec- 
ord all crated up carefully at his stock 
farm. The mare is also there, and it 
has been- Mr. Bonner's great hope to 
get her in foal to some noted sire, but 
thus far the effort has not been attend- 
ed with success. As Maud S is 24 years 
of age, it is doubtful if any of- her 
progeny would show phenomenal speed. 


I asked Mr. Bonner whether, in his 


opinion, Alix's recoid of 2:01% would be 
beaten. He replied that \\ithout a doubt 
trotters would in the future cut several 
seconds from the present figures, that 
breeding knowledge and fictance were 
still in thefr infancy, that tracks might 
by the invention of some better machine 
than the one now used for harrowing 
and smoothing be made at least a sec- 
ond faster and that the sulkies would 
probably be made faster in time. "Still," 
he said, "there is no living horse that 
can beat Maud S's record to the old 
sulky. Alix has been twice advertised 
to try for it and has failed." 


I asked Mr. Bonner why he had given 


so much time and attention to the horse 
and his treatment, and his reply was 
this: "Besides the pleasure derived from 
relieving pain and distress in the no- 
bleat of all the lower animals was the 
gratification I gained by the knowledge 
that I could do what no onn plop POUM 
accomplish. 
My apparent egotism in 


thus speaking of my ability in this line 
I will mitigate by saying that I would 
nevet have been able to accomplish 
many things I am enabled to do were 
It not for the knoivledge I have gained 
from the eminent French veterinary 
surgeon, the late David Roberge, with 
whom I exchanged views for over 25 
years. He was the greatest genius, in 
my opinion, on the form of the horse and

bad, but would warm up and lose the 
lameness every day. Some one told Mr. 
Bonner about it, and he closely exam- 
ined the animal and instructed the 
trainer to make certain changes in the 
set of the shoe. The change was made, 
and immediately Sunol mended and was 
never lame again. The &ame thing, as 
every one knows, was true of Maud S 
when Mr. Vanderbilt sold her to Mr. 
Bonner, and she was cured as easily as 
was the California horse. 


In speaking of the effect of the intro- 


duction of the bicycle sulky, Mr. Bon- 
ner said that, although thp average gain 
over the old time sulky was six seconds, 
in many cases the advantage secured 
was much more. Especially was this 
the case, he said, in regard to young 
horses which have not yet ga}ned their 
weight pulling strength and to which 
cveiy e^tra pound ia a great effort. In 
their case the difference in manv in- 
stances amounts to as much ;•:; W or 
12 seconds. He told mo of a ca^e that 
recently happened on his own three- 
quarter track. A young animal that had 
a record of 2:38 to an old style sulltv 
the first time she was harnessed to a 
pneumatic machine trotted the mile in 
2:27%, and another colt, with a record 
of 2:38%, made 2:29% tho first time he 
was hitched to the bicycle, wheeled con- 
trivance. 


The wonderful ability possessed by 


Mr. Bonner in training nnd developing 
the qualities of a horse is evidenced by 
the case of a mare named Maud C. 
When rhe was owned by Mr. Tronic 
Rockefeller of Cleveland, uhu was said 
by Geers, who trained her for one sea 
son, to have as much speed as any 
horse in the world, but she was ex- 
tremely nervous nnd unsteady. This 
was -on account of the bad condition of 
her feet, in consequence of which he got 
her very cheap. 


Mr. Bonner remedied that trouble, and 


she is now as steady as a clock. Very 
recently she trotted a mile on Mr. Bon- 


daily routine Is to start out early in 
the morning from his beautiful home ott 
Fifty-sixth street. New York, for hto 
farm at Tarrytown-on-the-Hudson and 
spend the day there, returning about 
half past 6, In time for dinner. 


How the life he leads has benefited 


him is best learned from a little inci- 
dent he related to me just as I was 
leaving his house. He said that about 
five years ago he was taking a trip 
through the southern states on a pri- 
vate car with a party of gentlemen. 
When they arrived at Atlanta, they fol- 
lowed the route of Sherman's aimy to 
the sea. One day they stopped at the 
small town of Lexington, Ga., as the 
guest of Colonel Eccles, a well known 
member of the bar of the state. 


When he was introduced to Colonel 


Eccles, that gentleman said, "Mr. Bon- 
nor. do you still keep any of the famous 
horses your father used to own?" Kv- 
ory one laughed, including Mr. Bonner. 
The gallant rolonel blushed nnd stam- 
mered, not knowing what break he had 
unintentionally mads. 
Some one told 


him that this was Mr. Bonner, Sr., and 
Mr. Bonner then owned up to 70 years 
of life. Today he is hale and hearty, 
with a clear eye and a steady stride. 
He walks several miles each day and 
would easily pass for 60 or even less.

The Once Popufar Form of En- 


tertainment Is Raoidfu Los- 


ing Its Hofd Upon the 


Affections of the 


Theater Goino 


Pubfic. 


Up to 1880 there was no more popular 


form of amusement in the United 
States than negro minstrelsy. Then it 
lapsed and degenerated until 1SS3, when 
it virtually collapsed. 


Boston had Its Morris brothers, Pell 


and Tro wbndge and an occasional How- 
ard Athenteum troupe. New York glo- 
ried in its half dozen temples of song 
and dance exclusively devoted to this 
art 
along Broadway 
(including the 


Hope chapel, the Marble hall, corner of 
Prince) or contiguous streets, with the 
Melodeon, at 53 Bowery, and such well 
known organizations as Donaldson's, 
Hooley's, Wood & Christy's, at tho 
memorable 
444 Broad\\ ay; White's, 


Noil and Dan Bryant's and Emerson's, 
with such drawing cards as Dave Wam- 
bold, the sweet voiced tenor who made 
his debut at the age of 13, and "TTncle 
1 


Dan Emmett, the original burnt COTK 
minstrel of America, who was the com- 
poser of "Dixie." Some of these com- 
panies went later to augment the at- 
tractions of Philadelphia and Chicago, 
while Backus, Warn hold, Abecco and 
Birch formed the most perfect aggrega- 
tion of "black face artists" in Califor- 
nia's chief city and from 1365 to 1872 
tenanted 
585 Broadway as the Ban 


Francisco minstrels, to the deligfct of 
Gotham and, their own financial c d- 
vantage. 
For a quarter of a century before the 


civil war and for 10 or 15 yeais later 
there was genuine encouragement of 
this form of thespian ai L in every large 
community in the United States. To 
every small town and village the ad- 
vent of a minstiel show was of as much 
enthusiastic interest as a circus. 


To Edwin P. Christy, whose name Ii 


to the minstrel platform what that of 
Edwin Forrest is to the dramatic stage, 
is due the credit of establishing this 
form «f popular entertainment in New 
York city in 1847. 
Just why the public lost its general 


"nterest in this species of entertainment 
it is very difficult to explain. There is a 
strong probability, however, that the 
large exodus of the genuine negro from 
the south into the northern and eastern 
states dispelled the sentimental illusion 
with which he had been regarded as a 
superlatively comic being. 
There still remain Cleveland & Wil- 


son's Consolidated, Primrose, Thatch- 
er, William H. West, Al G. Fields. Dock- 
stader and a few other organizations, 
but they are monster equipments for 
the road, combining In themselves all 
the features of modern farce comedy 
and the musical elements of minstrelsy. 
They advertise largely their "refined 
programme," but many acts are today 
given with white faces, and choice bal- 
lad singing is always the favored spe- 
cialty. There isn't more than 10 per 
cent of the old time rollicking humor 
and acting in the present delineations. 


But we shall ever sigh for that an- 


cient burlesque stump speech. 
We 
know that the glamour of youth has 
fallen from our eyes; that no such crea- 
tion ever existed in fact, on earth or in 
the sea, as the tattered black individual, 
with the never failing green colored 
:otton unmbrella, who mounted a bar- 
rel, a table or a chair and delivered the 
most senseless concatenation of words 
that could be contrived. If he didn't 
manage to fall off to the floor to punc- 
tuate the end of his oration, the audi- 
ence felt that it had been defrauded of 
a large portion of its legitimate and ex- 
pected fun. 
Then there was the everlasting inter- 


lude, where a manager was supposed to 
be engaged in hiring talent for a dramat- 
ic combination of his own. It was always 
the samp "business." The new applicant 
'•ehearsed "Hamlet" and "Damon and 
Pythias," and when, in response to the 
Grecian's exclamatory lament, "The sun 
goes 
rushing down the west," this 


would be aspirant for histrionic honors 
shouted, "Let-her rush!" or, in a sup- 
posed Richard lit ropresentation, in an- 
swer to the tragic demand of "A horse— 
my kingdom for a horse!" the trembling 
knave humbly acknowledges, "Master, 
forgive me, but I slewed your mule," 
how every one did laugh! There were 
the incongruity and the absurdity to 
tickle the spectators. There were also 
the plantation songs and dances, which 
were perhaps more correct phases of 
genuine slave life than anything else. 


But, alas, negro minstrelsy has had 
its day, and, to paraphrase what the 
Prince of Denmark said of Yorick, "We 
•hall not look upon its like again."
